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Using Soft Coal 

N BURNING soft coal in furnaces having the ordinary round fire-pot the fuel 
must necessarily be thrown on top of the live coals already there. This serves 
to temporarily check the fire as well as the flow of heat into the rooms above. 
The complete burning of carbon, a component part of soft coal, requires 
a high heat at the point of combustion — i. e., at the surface. Fresh coal thrown upon 
burning coal confines the heat underneath, where the mass is rapidly vaporized, 
which, rising to the surface, does not meet with sufficient heat to burn completely ; 
hence large volumes go off in smoke. This we overcome to a very great extent by 
means of our Coking and Smoke-burning Magazine. 

In using this device the soft coal is 
first fed into the magazine through 
the oval door, where it undergoes 
a coking process, thus burning 
successfully the volatile portions 
of the gas and smoke as they 
are gradually drawn back from 
the fresh coal in the magazine by 
the natural draft of the furnace 
into the main fire-pot, directly 
over the glowing coals, which have 
been previously freed of their more 
volatile parts. This process may 
be accelerated or retarded at will 
by simply operating the lever at the 
oval feed door, so as to admit more 
or less air into the magazine. When 
the coking process is complete the 
coals are pushed back into the 
main fire-pot and the magazine 
refilled. 

Owing to the relative position of the coal and fire, the magazine being on nearly 
the same plane as the fire-pot, the fresh coal does^not decompose more rapidly 
when first charged than hours after, giving ample time to burn the smoke, and at 
the same time giving a steady, even heat, instead of great volumes of smoke and 
spasmodic heat, as is the result when fresh coal is thrown directly on the burning 
fire. The economy resulting from the use of the Coking and Smoke-burning Magazine 
by converting into heat the rich smoke and gases which would otherwise escape 
is readily apparent. 




The Coking and Smoke-burning Magazine in Operation with 
Soft Coal 
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Hard Coal and Coke 




HILE calling especial attention to the superior advantages of the "Patric" 
Furnace in burning soft coal, we do not wish to convey the idea that hard 
coal or coke cannot be just as successfully used. 

It would seem at first glance at the illustration below that the Coking 
and Smoke-burning Magazine, which remains empty when using these fuels, would 
be of no value or practically useless. Such is far from being the case. In fact, it 
would pay anyone to purchase a "Patric" Furnace if they never intended to use 
soft coal, on account of the great convenience afforded by the magazine in furnishing 
such direct accessibility to the fire at all times. 

Hard coal or coke is fed through the top feed door, shown in illustrations of com- 
plete furnace on pages 2 and 4. This feed, especially provided for this purpose, al- 
lows these fuels to fall directly on top of the fire, the same as in other furnaces using 
the ordinary round fire-pot. 

Anyone having had experience 
in removing large clinkers or pieces 
of slate and other foreign matter 
from the fire in an ordinary furnace 
with round fire-pot knows that it is 
often an exceedingly difficult and 
arduous task. No such trouble is 
experienced by users of "Patric" 
Furnaces having the magazine fire- 
pot. The magazine being empty 
when using hard coal or coke, the 
poker is simply inserted in the mag- 
azine and thrust under the clinker, 
and it is drawn out quickly and easily, 
without disturbing the fire to any 
great extent. This is certainly a 
valuable feature, and highly appre- 
ciated and praised by those who have 
had the opportunity of putting it to 
practical test. Hard Coal or Coke Fjre> u , lth A i agazine Empty 
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Fall and Spring Firing 

ESIDES the advantages of the "Patric" Coking and Smoke-burning Magazine, 
as described on the preceding pages, we show in the illustration below a rather 
novel use to which this Magazine may be put — that of carrying a small, slow- 
burning soft coal fire for early fall and late spring. 
It will be noticed that the fire is carried wholly in the Magazine, entirely off of the 
grate surface, where it is subject to practically no draft. If it is desirable to quicken 
the fire, draft may be admitted at the Magazine door by operating the lever. 

Such a fire as shown below cannot be had in other furnaces using a round bowl. 
It is customary with many using furnaces not to start the furnace fire until 
about Thanksgiving Day, and to let it go out about the last of March, because the 
furnace makes the house too warm. Fire-places are then opened up, or a stove is 
put up, in some room for fall and spring heating, which requires more fuel, more labor 
and makes more dirt in the house than a furnace fire. 

With the C o k i n g and Smoke- 
burning Magazine used in the "Pat- 
ric" Furnace this is unnecessary, as 
such a small, slow, smoldering fire 
can be maintained that the amount 
of heat may be regulated so as not 
to be in excess of what is required. 
An overheated house during the 
mild weather of early fall and spring 
is not only a decided discomfort, but 
a source of danger of the occupants 
taking cold. 

Users of "Patric" Furnaces, with 
the Coking and Smoke-burning Mag- 
azine, can resort to such a fire as is 
described above, and avoid that 
damp, chill condition of the air with- 
out fire or the uncomfortably warm 
temperature with a fire in the ordi-

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Wood Fire 




OOD AS FUEL is being rapidly displaced in many portions of this coun- 
try bj^ coal. There are, however, many localities where it is still plentiful, 
or at least may be had in sufficient quantities to constitute cheap fuel. 
To burn wood in the ordinary furnace with simply a round fire-pot 
it must be cut in short pieces, not greater in length than the diameter of the fire-pot, 
or placed in an upright position. 

A glance at the accompanying 
illustration shows how much more 
advantageously wood may be used in 
the Coking and Smoke-burning Mag- 
azine and fire-pot of the "Patric" 
Furnace. To the diameter of the 
main fire-pot is added the entire 
length of the Coking and Smoke- 
burning Magazine, furnishing suffi- 
cient space to accommodate wood 
cut in lengths from 2]A, to o 1 ^ feet, 
arcording to the size of the furnace. 

A combination of wood and soft 
coal can be used to most excellent 
advantage in the "Patric" Furnace, 
making a very satisfactory and cheap 
fuel. 

On nearly eveiy farm there goes 
to waste much unsalable wood that 
could be utilized in the above man- 
ner. Those who live in a rural district, and who do not desire a strictly wood- 
burning furnace, will find in the "Patric" Furnace, with the Coking and Smoke-burning 
Magazine in combination with the fire-pot, just what they want. 




Wood Fire in the Magazine, and Fire-pot of the Patric Furnace 
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The Radiator 



UITE A MEASURE of the heating efficiency and durability, as well as the 
economy, of the "Patric" Furnace may be attributed to the simple, scientific 
and thoroughly practical construction of its radiator, as illustrated below. 
It consists of two concentric cylinders, or drums, the smaller cylinder sus- 
pended withing the larger one, forming an annular chamber, with the products of com- 
bustion confined between the two surfaces. Each cylinder is auxiliary to the other 
in holding the heat where it will be most readily radiated by the steel shells. 

It will be noticed that nearly all of the radiating surface of the "Patric" Furnace 
is heavy sheet steel. This material radiates the heat more quickly, and is as durable 
as the cast iron parts. We call especial attention to an all-important feature of this 
construction — the radiating surface is all 
upright, and therefore positively self- 
cleaning, A radiator which clogs, or may 
by reason of horizontal surfaces accumu- 
late soot and ashes, cannot present the 
clean surface to the fire that the "Patric" 
radiator does, and is consequently much 
less efficient. 

The inner cylinder in the accompany- 
ing illustration is shown cut vertically 
through the center, the lower head con- 
sisting of a heavy cast iron plate with 
double flanges, with the center curved 
upward to insure strength and durability. 
The upper end of this cylinder is open. 

The rods that hold the three cylinder 
heads in place are all on the outside, none 
of them being exposed in any way to the 
fire, hence cannot burn off. 

The construction of this radiator is the result of our many years of experience 
in building successful high-grade furnaces, and every precaution has been resorted 
to to make this part efficient, durable and cleanly. Please refer to page 13, and note 
what we have to say on the subject of joints, pertaining to this and other parts of 
the furnace.

OT BLAST DEVICES, owing to the 
strong, and we believe too extrava- 
gant, claims of some makers, that a 
saving of thirty, forty or fifty per 
cent, on fuel bill ma}' be obtained by their 
use, are quite popular at the present time 
with the furnace-buying public. While we 
believe that it is possible to burn much of 
the valuable heating material which would 
otherwise be lost, we fear that the fact that 
a Hot Blast is a good "talking point" has 
led man)'' makers to claim more for this fea- 
ture than it deserves. 

The "Patric" Hot Blast device, as illus- 
trated and described herewith, will be found 
of much value under certain conditions and 
with some fuels. This feature, in addition to the Coking and Smoke-burning Magazine, 
gives purchasers of our furnaces two devices to aid combustion in one furnace. 

Referring to the cut of radiator on opposite page (page 10), it will be seen that the 
lower head of the inner cylinder has cast upon it an air-heating chamber. (See Fig. 
1 on this page.) Connecting to this chamber is a pipe extending upward through 
the inner cylinder, which is open at the top and extends outward through the casing. 

(See cut of complete furnace, page 2.) This 
pipe terminates just outside the casing, and is 
provided with a door to control the amount of 
air to be admitted, and is operated by a chain 
from upstairs or first floor. (See Hot Blast 
door at top of casing in front view of furnace 
on page 4.) Through this pipe is carried 
downward a current of air into the air-heating 
chamber. Here the air is heated and delivered 
directly into the combustion chamber over 
the fire, through the perforations in the bot- 
tom of the head. (See Fig. 2 on this page.) 
This device has no parts subjected to 
the severe fire, and none to burn off, which 
cannot be said of many such devices. It

The Grate 

flE DOUBT if there is on the market today a 
furnace grate so simple, effective, convenient 
and altogether satisfactory as the style illus- 
trated below, and used on "Patric" Furnaces 
Nos. 615 to 627. It is cast in one piece, having no com- 
plicated parts to cause annoyance or get out of repair. 
This grate is of the shaking and dumping type, sup- 
ported at the rear by a pivotal joint and at the front by 
a movable link, enabling the user to lower it at the front 
if necessary to clean the grate of small clinkers, etc. 

It may be removed from the furnace in ten seconds 
and a new one replaced in the same length of time by 
anyone. This is a decided advantage, as any furnace or 
stove grate may be burned out by carelessly allowing the 
ashes to accumulate to too great an extent beneath. 

The grate is shaken or clumped by means of a lever 
shown at the right of the front of furnace in front view 
of furnace on page 4. 

The construction of the "Patric" grate is such that very little agitation is neces- 
sary to allow the fine ashes to sift through into the ash-pit below. 

The Ash=Pit 

The ash-pit, as shown in the cut, 
is deep and roomy, and allows of quite 
an accumulation of ashes before reach- 
ing the point of endangering the grate. 
This point will be greatly appreci- 
ated by the user. Furthermore, none 
of the space is taken up by compli- 
cated mechanism of the grate or grate 
supports. The ash-pit is cast in one 
piece. 

An ash-pan is furnished with each 
furnace (except the No. 627) which 
affords a most convenient and cleanly 
method of removing the ashes from 
the furnace and thence from the

The Ash-Pit, 
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The Making of the Joints 

VERY IMPORTANT PART in the construction of a furnace is that of the 
joints. In this the same standard of excellence is maintained as prevails 
in other parts of the furnace, 

A furnace, to give good satisfaction, must be gas and smoke tight. To 
accomplish this result, we employ what we have proven to be a successful method. 
In the radiator the heads are provided with double flanges (see illustration), between 
which the steel shells are received. The space between these flanges is filled with black 
asbestos furnace cement, a fireproof material which becomes very hard. The steel 
shells are forced into this bed of cement with a flange on each side, the upper and 
lower heads then being drawn toward each other by means of rods on the outside of 
the shells. This makes a very durable and tight joint, and one that is not injured 
by the unequal expansion and contraction of steel and cast iron, which must be 
reckoned upon in building a furnace, or it will prove a serious fault. 

The joints between the ash-pit and 
fire-pot and radiator are also of a nature 
to give satisfaction. The fire-pot rests 
upon a flat surface of the ash-pit and over 
a flange forming a wedge-shaped opening 
on the inside. This opening is filled with 
white asbestos cement, and will keep con- 
stantly filled with ashes and cinders, which 
cannot be blown out, because the pressure 
and filling are on the same side of the 
joint, and it would only serve to drive it 
tighter. 

The top of the fire-pot is provided 
with a double-flanged cup-shaped rim, into 
which the lower rim of the radiator base 
rests. This cup-shaped joint is filled with 
asbestos cement, which is protected from 
the action of the fire by the overlapping 
of a flange on the lower head, or base, of the radiator, especially provided for this 
purpose. This makes an exceptionally good joint at this important point. 

In joining the ends of the steel shell, as well as attaching the hard coal feed and 
smoke collar, we employ the same method of joint making as is used in boiler making, 
using rivets set close together. 

We use every precaution to make our furnace as tight as possible, realizing that 
it is an important matter.

The Material We Use 

IOTHING but the very best of materials are used throughout in the manufac- 
ture of "Patric" Furnaces. We operate our own foundry, and make all of 
the castings we use, which are high-grade in every respect, The steel shells 
of the radiator are of fine quality, of such a character and sufficiently heavy 
to withstand long and hard usage. This material is as durable, if not more so, than 

cast iron. 

The "Patric" Furnaces have always enjoyed a good reputation for durability, 
which may be attributed to good materials entering into their construction, as well 
as their scientific and practical construction. 

Purely as an economical proposition, it will pay anyone to buy a furnace built 
upon the principle that "Honesty is the best policy," a policy invariably pursued 
by the makers of "Patric" Furnaces in the past, and one which shall be maintained 
in the future. 



Water Coil 

In the latest style of "Patric" Furnaces, Nos. 615, 618, 621, 624 and 627, inge- 
nious provision is made for installing, with little labor and without disturbing the 
furnace after being set up or operated, a water coil for heating water for kitchen, 

laundry or bath. This is 
fully shown in the ac- 
companying illustration. 
Two holes in the front 
(covered by an oval plate 
when not used) and a 
recess in the hard coal 
feed pouch provide the 
necessaiy equipment for 
easily installing, at a 
small expense, one of 
these coils at any time 
desired. 

The coil is not in- 
cluded as a part of the 
furnace, but can be fur- 
nished at a reasonable 
price for any size furnace 

The Water Coil as Installed in "Patric" Furnace mentioned above. 
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ITH every "Patric" Furnace is included a neat, simple and 
effective device to enable the operator to regulate the drafts 
from the first floor. This device consists of a small nickel- 
plated plate, as shown in the illustration, which is provided 
with three tiers of slots. This plate is screwed to a door casing at a 
convenient height in one of the rooms on the first floor. The three 
knobs shown in the cut are provided with hooks at the back to engage 
the slots. The chains connecting to the lower draft door, the hot blast 
door and the check damper in smoke pipe are attached to these hooks. 
The drafts and dampers are then operated by raising or lowering the 
knobs to the desired distances.

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Referring to the illustration on page 16, the "hot blast" pipe will be seen rising 
above the center of the radiator and extending out to the case line. A current of 
air is drawn through this pipe downward into an air chamber cast in the center of the 
radiator (see illustration at top of preceding page), where the air is heated to a high 
degree, then delivered through the apertures in the bottom of the chamber (see illus- 
tration to the left) into the combustion chamber, directly over and downward into 
the fire. 

This current of heated air mixes with and ignites the gases, making a more perfect 
combustion, with a subsequent increase of heat and saving of fuel. In addition, this 
form of "hot blast" deflects the flame and heat toward the outer portion of the radia- 
tor, a very desirable result. Note there is no portion of this device so exposed to the 
fire so as to be burned off or injured in any way. 

The Ash=Pit 

This part of "The Gladiator" Furnace is deep and roomy allowing plenty of space 
for ashes without endangering the grate. A free passage of air to the grate is also 
insured, which is necessary for good combustion. 

The Grates 

The grates are sectional, of the triangular type, made to revolve by means of 
gears, They do the work well, are easy to operate, and easily replaced. 

The Fire=Pot 

The fire-pot is made in two sections, with the division at the center, heavily 
corrugated and having cup joints. 

The Feed Section 

The feed-section differs materially from the ordinary type, for, instead of being 
drawn in at the top to form a dome, it is enlarged, thereby not only affording a much 
larger combustion chamber, which is highly desirable, but enabling it to withstand 
the action of the fire much better. 

Front and Doors 

This portion of "The Gladiator" needs no comment. The illustration of furnace 
encased in galvanized iron on opposite page (page 19) shows the handsome design 
and fine appearance the furnace makes when set up. Notice that the feed door is 
quite large.

General Description 




HE "PATRIC" GAS FURNACE is exceedingly simple in construction, the 
four main parts consisting of an upper and a lower cast-iron head connecting 
two steel cylinders. The outer cylinder is straight, while the inner is in the 
form of an inverted cone, as shown in the vertical cross-section cut on this 

page. The two heads are drawn toward each other by means of rods holding the 

two steel shells or cylinders firmly 

in place. 

Referring to the cut showing 

a vertical cross-section, the burner, 

A-A, is shown resting in the 

U-shaped lower head. From the 

burner the products of combus- 
tion rise in the annular chamber, 

B-B, between the two cylinders, 

passing through the connecting 

pipe, C, thence downward through 

pipe, D, to the bottom radiator, 

E, thence up and out through the 

pipe, F-F, to the flue.

present to it an amount of radiating surface sufficient to absorb as much heat as pos- 
sible without reaching that point where the moisture in the gas is so much cooled as 
to condense. 

The two steel radiators afford a very large amount of radiating surface, to which 
is added that of the pipes within the inner cjdinder, as well as the bottom radiator. 
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Heating Capacity of the Patric Gas Furnace 



WING to the free and easy passage of the air to be heated and the large amount 
of heating surface, the capacity of the "Patric" Gas Furnace is much greater 
than one would reasonabl3 r expect. The fur- 
nace is arranged to take air from below the 



casing, passing up between the outer cylinder and the 
casing, and also inside the inner cylinder. 

The "Patric" Gas Furnace is at present made in 
one size only, having a capacity of about 20,000 cubic 
feet, varying somewhat with existing local conditions 
and the supply of gas. We do not advise attaching 
more than six pipes to one furnace, say four 10-inch and 
two 9-inch. Where more are required it is economy 
to install two furnaces, placing them at such points in 
the cellar as to secure short pipes with good elevation. 
The low price of this furnace enables one to install 
them in this manner satisfactorily.

The Burner 

The burner used is of cast iron, and com- 
posed of two pieces bolted together. (See cut.) 
Between the two halves are placed at intervals 
thin strips of sheet metal, leaving a series of 
slots around the inner and outer circumference 
of the burner. This burner operates perfectly, 
and has proven very satisfactory. 
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Dimensions of Gas Furnace 

IAMETER of casing, 36 inches; extreme height, including 10-inch bonnet, 
53 inches; diameter of furnace, without casing, 30 inches; height of furnace 
without casing, 44 inches. 

Materials Used 

It has been the custom with some gas furnace manufacturers to use, owing 
to its radiating qualities, very thin sheet metal in the construction of their fur- 
naces. This is very well so far as it goes, but thin sheet iron or steel will not with- 
stand the ravages of rust during the long period of disuse to which every furnace is 

subjected annually. 

In the "Patric Gas Furnace" we use for the cylinders No. IS gauge cold rolled 
steel. This is much heavier than is ordinarily used, and should last for many years. 
All of the cast parts are of the best, being made in our own foundry. 



The "Chieftain" Furnace

General Description 

The "Chieftain" is built along thoroughly scientific and practical lines, the cast- 
ings being extra heavy and put together in a strong and durable manner. 

The fire-pot is cast in two pieces, the lower portion broad and flaring, holding 
a large amount of fuel, the upper portion having a high dome, adding to the size of 
the combustion chamber, as well us furnishing additional radiating surface. 

The products of combustion pass from the combustion chamber through numer- 
ous steel pipes to the radiator, which is of sufficient size to thoroughly radiate the 
heat generated below it. 

The Radiator consists of two cylinders, one within the other, somewhat similar 
to that used on the "Hustler" pattern, except that the lower end of the inner cylinder 
is necessarily open. 

The Hot Blast device is the same in principle as that used on the "Hustler" 
pattern, being attached to the top of the dome of combustion chamber. 

The grate is also of same design as that used on the "Patric" Furnaces. 

Dimensions and Capacity 

Height of furnace without case, 71 inches; diameter of casing, 62 inches; weight, 
2,600 pounds; capacity, 110,000 cubic feet (continuous heating). For churches 
heated only once or twice a week, deduct one-fourth from the above capacity. 

For residence heating the "Chieftain" may be figured to heat fourteen to sixteen 
rooms of ordinary size.

Chimney Flues 

4 good flue is an absolute necessity for the successful operation of any heating 
apparatus. A fine furnishing an insufficient amount of draft will invariably cause 
trouble and dissatisfaction. 

They should, if at all possible, be built perfectly straight, without onsets or 
angles If angles' are necessary they should not be abrupt, and the capacity should 
not be diminished at this point, The furnace flue should be independent, having 
no other openings than the one provided for the furnace smoke-pipe and the clean- 
out below it. , 

The inside should have smooth joints or plastered smooth. Y\ e recommend 
that all furnace flues should be lined throughout with tile flue lining, and be made 
not smaller than eight, by twelve inches inside. 

The tops should be made well above the surrounding portions of the buildings. 
Where two or three flues are made in one chimney they should be carried independent 
of each other to the top. 

Old flues should have all openings (except those to be used by furnace) closed 
with brick and mortar. This applies to grate openings as well.

This coal I did not find to burn very well alone, partly, no doubt, 
because of its large size, and partly because there was much stone and slate in it. But by mixing coke 
with this coal, in the proportion of about one-third to one-half coke, very satisfactory results have been 
obtained, no difficulty being experienced in raising the atmosphere of the house to almost any required 
temperature within a very few minutes any morning during the coldest weather.
